DEMOCRACY’S BALANCE 


In an address before 400 Princeton alumni. Dr. Harold W. Dodds, 
president of the university, gave expression to a particularly penetrat­ 
ing analysis of the situation confronting the world. 
“The 19th century,*’ he said, “assumed th at greatest happiness ac­ 
crued from self-interest alone, and forgot th at hum an beings also 
possess a set of social instinct® which call for satisfaction through doing 
things together in organized activity. 
Today, the 20th century shows 
tendencies toward the opposite extrem e which would force all life into 
organized and regim ented channel®. 
The problem is to achieve a balance between these two extremes, 
to attain that good life in which both our individual and social instincts 
are satisfied, to gear our social and economic existence to these deeply 
ingrained biological instincts.” 
It is the good fortune of America to be founded upon precisely 
*uch a balanced conception of nationhood. 
This country's traditional 
philosophy calls for individualistic freedom, subject only to those con­ 
trols th at are essential to m aintenance of the common welfare. 
The reason why Communism, Fascism and the other ideologies of 
regimentation are resisted here is th at they run counter to the principle of 
creative individualism in an ordered society. 
The American people will do well to preserve this balance and 
resist any and every attem pt to substitute centralized dictation for per- 
sonal 4 ber?> under the law. It democracy is to rem ain as a guarantor of 
freedom it will be as a result of popular opposition to those who regard 
rhe citizen as a mere cog in the m achinery of ruthless statecraft.

Many a good looking felt hat Is j 
ruined because the m an wearing itj 
puts it on “any old way” just so th at | 
it stays balanced on top of his head, j 
But Why ruin a perfectly good hat i 
when there is no need for it ? 
Putting on a h at correctly is one 
wav to prolong its service,” Miss 
Julia Markle, home economics ex- 
tension 
representative.

The correct wav to 
put on a hat is to grasp it by the j 
front and rear of the brim, then ! 
settle it comfortably on the head. 
Taking hold of it by the crown dents 
Jt and eventually puts a hole in 
the peak of the crown. Adjusting 
the hat by taking hold of the sides 
of the brim breaks the curve and 
sometimes tears the felt. 
The proper way to put on a hat is 
especially Im portant when the hat 
is new. so th at the shape of it will 
be broken in correctly.

good condition. A whisk broom is

There are a few’ knock-about hats 
which can be folded without losing 
i their shapes, but even here one m ust j 
be careful to fold the h at correctly, i 
To do this, fold it. lengthwise with j 
the bow’ on the outside, then roll it 
from each end toward the center.
